State De- 
partment officials have denied that 
The Senate group is giving Mc- 
Carthy an opportunity to produce 
what proof he has. 
McCarthy named: 
Haldore Hanson, 37, who heads 
the department's technical coopera- 
tion projects staff. 
Hanson is a 
native of Virginia, Minn, and a for- 
mer teache'r in China 
He-joined 
the State Department In 1942. 
Mrs. Esther Cauftln Brunauer, a 


$9,706 job holder on the depart- 
ment's United 
Nations 
relations 
staff. 
She is the wife of the 
Navy scientist that McCarthy ask- 
ed to be investigated. 
Owen J. Lattimore, State De- 
partment consultant and now di- 
rector of the Walter Hlnes Fage 
school of international relations, 
Johns Hopkins University. 
"This man's record as a pro-com- 
munist goes back many years," Mc- 
Carthy said of Lattimore. 
In Baltimore, Mrs. Lattimore said 
her husband "has always been anti- 
Communist, an'i has never been 
connected with the State Depart- 
ment or been on its payroll." 
Lattimore himself is in Afghanis- 
tan presently. Mrs. Lattimore has 
worked closely with him on vari- 
ous project^ and it the Internation- 
al relations'1 school. 'She "described 
his- present mission as a discussion 
with Afghan government of tech- 
nical assistance under the United 
Nations "pount four" program. 
McCarthy called Lattimore not 
only a State Department consul- 
tant "but one of the principal ar- 
chitects of our Far Eastern pol- 
icy." 
He added: 
"While the State Department will 
tell you that he is not on the pay- 
Toll as of today, the point is he is 
still considered by the department 
as one of its top advisers and is put 
en and off the payroll as consultant 
apparently at will, and is apparent- 
ly one of the top men in develop- 
ing our Asiatic program."

Carthy had told the committee that 
he would need only "four or five" 
hours to detail his charges that 
there are at least 81 people in the 
State Department with a record of 
Communist sympathies or leanings.

former water line owners, the city 
is obligated to redeem all meter 
deposits to Zion's Rest water con- 
sumers not to exceed one deposit 
per meter and not more than. 333 
such deposits. 
'The city requires all water con- 


sumers to put up a deposit of $5 
per meter and pays six per cent 
interest on such deposits. The wa- 
ter department has said it will is- 
sue a new receipt to ah meter de- 
positors In lieu of the old receipt 
issued by the North Beaton Water 
Supply Co. 


However, where more than one 


deposit was made on a meter, the 
waiter department will not redeem 
more than one deposit, and it will 
be unable to determine which of 
two or three deposits Is entitled 
to the redemption.

:he former owners are primarily 
liable on all deposits and the city 
is liable only to such former own- 
ers (Smith and McDowell) to the 
extent as fixed in the contract of 
purchase. 


BELGIANS VOTE 
TO TAKE BACK 
KING LEOPOLD 


Exiled Monarch 
Given Majority 
At Referendum 


BRUSSELS, 
March 
13—UP)— 
Belgian politicians met secretly to- 
day to consider the critical situa- 
tion raised by referendum showing 
that 57.68 per cent of Belgium's vot- 
ers want exiled King Leopold 
III 
returned to his throne. 


Belgians awaited 
a 
statement 


from their handsome king, who has 
been barred from the throne since 
surrendering his army to the Ger- 
mans in World War Two. Premier 
Gaston Eyeskens met with the cab- 
inet, then prepared to leave for 
Pregny, nead Geneva, to 
confer 


with Leopold. The monarch said 
earlier he would abdicate if he 
did not win 55 per cent of the 
vote.1 


There was no statement follow- 
ing the cabinet meeting. A min- 
ister commented dourly: 
"We 
have exchanged our points 
of 
views." 


The vote Sunday split the conn- 
try and political parties. 
Leo- 


pold won a 72.2 per cent majori- 
ty In Flanders but got only a 40.2 
per cent minority in the Walloon 
provinces. 
The liberals would not say wheth 
er they would join the pro-Leopold 
ist Social Christians (Catholics) in 
asking parliament to rescind its 
ban on the king's return from ex 
ile. The liberals said it was up to 
the king to make the first move 
The referendum was only an ad- 
visory one, and it is up to parlia 
ment to decide if Leopold may re 
turn. 


One plan offered by the anti-Leo 


pold forces was this: Find a way 
to bring the. king back and then 
get him to abdicate. But no one 
would venture to say how this coulc 
be worked out. 


Belgium voted this way: 
Yes (for Leopold's return) 2,933,- 
382. 


No (against his return) 2,151,881 
There were 151,477 ballots declar- 
ed invalid. 


The interior ministry said the 
king had carried 21 of the coun- 
try's 30 districts and seven of Its 
nine provinces. 


The final official returns gave 


Leopold 57.68 per cent of the val- 
id ballots. 
The Liberals have said 
they 


would not accept the king again if 
he did not get a majority in each 
of the country's three parts—Flan- 
ders in the north, Brabant in the 
center and Walloon in the south. 
Political observers were not sure, 
however, the liberals would stand 
by this statement.

—Eighty persons died here yes- 
terday in the crash of a chartered 
Tudor airliner packed with Walsh 
football fans celebrating a victory 
over the Irish. It was aviation's 
worst commercial plane disaster.

The crash came as the 
giant plane was landing on a re- 
turn flight from Dublin.

Texas School For 
Cerebral Palsied 
Children Set Up 


AUSTIN, Tex., March 13—UP)— 
Texas' first state- school for cere- 
bral palsied children was establish- 
ed today by the hospital board. 


It accepted the gift of the Moody 


Memorial Home at Galveston. plus 
a cash donation o£ $5,000 from W. 
L. Moody, Jr., for the institution. 
It also authorized spending $50,000 
or more if needed to remodel the 
home, employment of a staff, and 
purchase of furnishings. 


The board ordered a study of the 


entire system of patient admissions 
:o the State Mental Hospitals and 
Special Schools. It was proposed 
to set up a central agency with de- 
finite rules to pass on admissions. 
This 
action came after a case 
was called to the board's attention 
n 
which a seven-year-old deaf, 
dumb and blind girl was committed 
to the San Antonio State Hospital 
after a jury trial for insanity. The 
child was judged insane. 
Dr. J. S. Scarborough, 
chief 
physician for the board, expressed 
loubt the child was insane but no- 
:ed there was no institution main- 
tained by the state to care for the 
relatively rare cases of this type.

COAL STRIKE WINNER 


Rank and file coal miners 


in seemingly large numbers 
.celebrated a "victory" in the 
coal strike. They joyously 
proclaimed that they had 
won again, or rather that 
their hero, John L. Lewis, 
had won for them again. It 
is obvious that if there was 
any victory at all it was on 
the side of the miners, for 
the public and the operators 
were losers. But what did 
the miners win? 


They won a contract; it 


was as though that were 
what they were fighting 
for. But they could have had 
a contract at any time in the 
previous nine-or ten months, 
without a strike. They won a 
wage increase and an in- 
crease in the pension fund 
royalty 
which 
will total 


about $1.40 a day, assuming 
that the pension fund will 
rtot be squand red but will 
survive to help the miners 
now back in the pits. There 
are no other "victories" in 
their contract. 


So they now have $1.40 a 


more a day. On the basis of 
that figure, a miner must 
work ten days under the 
new contract to make up 
with his $1.40 gain the $14 
pay for each day he lost in 
the strikes, "holidays" and 
shortened work weeks in the 
fight for the new contract. 
This takes no account of 
pension fund royalties lost 
in the stoppages. Suppose a 
miner works 200 days a year 
(the union wanted a guaran- 
tea of that much work but 
did not get it), for the maxi- 
mum life of the 
new con- 
tract. That's 500 days. At 
a gain of 1.40 a day he will 
then have made up for 50 
days' pay lost in the dispute. 
Few if any soft coal miners 
can say that they lost no 
more than 50 days' .., work 
from the beginning of the 
stabilizing* stoppage 
la^t 


June to the resumption of 
normal work in March.

SKELETON DRAFT 


A reasonable compromise 


between proposals to extend 
the military draft law with- 
out change and desires to 
abandon the draft forthwith 
seems to be put forth in H 
bill introduced by Represen- 
tative Carl Vinson of Geor- 
gia, chairman of the House 
Military Affairs Committee. 
His bill would keep the reg- 
istration machinery intact 
and operating, but would 
not extend the actual au- 
thority of the Department of 
Defense to draft men for ser- 
vice. Thus the mechanical 
means to operate a military 
draft would be kept, and the 
registration lists would be 
kept up to date. But an ad- 
ditional 
act 
of Congress 


would be required before 
men could be drafted. 


This would meet the prin- 


cipal objection which has 
been raised to continuance 
of the draft, namely the ar- 
gument that men should not 
be drafted for service unless 
such a step is really required 
by circumstances. And it 
would satisfy the chief prac- 
tical argument in favor of 
draft law extension, which is 
that the machinery of the 
draft ought to be kept in 
working order,- in case it 
should be needed. 


The draft has not acutally 


been needed for more than 
a year. If this continues to 
be true, a stand-by draft 
system ought to be satisfac- 
tory.

been stirred in New York by 
a ruling of the attorney- 
general last fall to the effect 
that a honeymoo . is not an 
essential activity. He said, 
therefore, that absence from 
the state because of a honey- 
moon trip did not entitle the 
persons concerned to absen- 
tee ballots in a forthcoming 
election. Now there is a 
move in the state legislature

Hit Or Miss Process— 
Perfect Fertilizer Still Unknown, 
Chemist Tells Agricultural Group 


A qualified chemist who spent 


years In an effort to develop a 
perfect fertilizer told the Navar- 
ro County Agricultural Workers 
Association Thursday night that 
"we haven't gone far enough in 
learning just what it Is that makes 
a fertilizer tick. We are still bound 
to the hit or miss 'process." 
The speaker, Dr. L. D. Parsons, 


head of the chemistry department 
at East Texas State Teachers Col- 
lege, addressed the group at Its 
regular 
monthly session at the 


banquet room of the Navarro Ho- 
tel here. 
At the end of Parson's speech, 


the Association approved Its pub- 
lished recommendations to farm- 
ers of this county for fertillznlg 
and insect control. 
With a maze of chemical formu- 


las, Parsons Illustrated his three- 
year search for a fertilizer that 
would give crops everything they 
need, and at the same time be in 
a perfect form for practical use. 


That struggle came 
about 
17 


years ago, Parsons said, but It end- 
ed in failure and "Parsons Power- 
ful Perfect Fertilizer" has yet to 
be Invented, because none of the 
concoctions will stay In soluble 
form long enough. 


"Since then," Persons said, "the 


next best thing that 
has 
been 


brought out is 
the 
super-phos- 


phates, but they are not as effect- 
ive as they should be." 


"The trouble Is that neither you 


nor I know just how fertilizers do 
their work. We know what hap- 
pens when we apply them, but we 
don't know the exact mechanics 
of the action. Up to now there is 
no fertilizer that works, to per- 
fection on cotton, because cotton 
for the most part Is on calcareous 
soil, and the moisture dissolves 


out the cnstltuents that it needs." 
Anhydrous ammonia, the pro- 


fesor declared, works well 
If 


there Is no moisture In the soil, 
but you must have moisture, ana 
when you get It, ammonia I" no 
better than the others. 
Lewis David, who headed the 


Association's fertilizer committee, 
explained in presenting the groups 
recommendations that some fer- 
tilizers work well on the proper 
kind of soil, and that Association 
Is backing its recommendations, 
provided they are used as directed 
on the right kind of land. 
The group voted to approve the 


fertilizer recommendations foi cot- 
ton and grain, which state in the 
first sentence that "we do not be- 
lieve it (fertilizer) should be used 
to replace such good farming prac- 
tices as legumes and regular ro- 
tations." 
County Agent Hugh Walker pre- 


sented the 
recommendations on 


cotton Insect control for Navarro 
county. They were approved. 
Hitting at some salesmen who 


say that the 
sprays, or dusts 


require a smaller amount 
than 


that listed on the Association's 
recommendations, the farmer will 
be safe, and we will not be guilty 
of saving him a nickel at 
the 


risk of losing a dime."

Make Evading 
Taxes Riskier 


WASHINGTON, March 13—UP)— 


Attempting to evade federal Income 
tax will be riskier than ever this 
year. 


The deadline for 1949 income tax 
returns and payments comes Wed- 
nesday midnight, and the Internal 
Revenue Bureau Is set to give the 
54,000,000 expected returns closer 
scrutiny than In the past. 


Officials said today some 3,500 
nvestigators have been added to 
he bureau's check-up forces in the 
ast year. Congress has been asked 
o provide funds to add about 3,- 
)00 more. 


Meanwhile, the bureau has been 
hifting more of its personnel to 
nvestigatlve work as machines are 
nstailed.to take over and more of 
he routine clerical duties. 


Officials stressed that most of 
he "errors" In tax returns appar- 
ntly are innocent and not the rer 
ult of efforts to evade taxes. 
They point out that nearly a mll- 


ion errors were caught In one re- 
ent year, but fewer than 500 per- 
ons were prosecuted for deliber- 
ate tax fraud.

RAY WILL BE 
SENTENCED ON 
FRIDAY HERE 


Mays Sets Date; 
Convicted Rapist 
Loses Life-Fight 


William R. Ray, convicted ra- 
pist, will be sentenced to death 
by Distrit Judge A. P. Mays at 
10 a. m. Friday, March 17. in the 
Thirteenth Judicial District court- 
room. 
Judge Mays set tho sentence 
date Saturday morning follow- 
ing the receipt by J. C. Gaston, 
district clerk, of tho mandate 
from tho Texas court of crimi- 
nal appeals, Austin, 
affirming 


the judgment of the local 
dis- 
trict court on the appeal. 
Ray, a former soldier, was con- 
victed here in July, 1948, of raping 
a nine-year old girl in a Fort 
Worth -park in April. 1948, 
His 


sentence was set at death. 
The 
case had been transferred to Na- 
varro county from Tarrant coun- 
ty on a change of venue. 
The case was appealed to the 


higher court, which sustained the 
findings of the court here and 
upset efforts to have the case 
reversed and remanded. 
Meanwhile 
efforts 
have been 
made to have the 
verdict 
set 


aside, and all members of tho jury 
that convicted Ray have been |m" 
portuned and approached to sign 
a request that tho death sentence 
be commuted to life imprisonment. 
Nine of the 12 jurors -signed such 
a request, Charles T. Banister, 
county attorney, has announced, 
but three refused and four of the 
nlne have signed affidavits re- 
pudiating the request and asking 
that the sentence be carried out. 
The mandate said In part: 
"This cause came to be heard 


on the transcript of the record of 
the court below, and the same 
being inspected, because it is the 
opinion of this court that there 
was no error in the judgment, it 
is ordered, adjudged and decreed 
by the court that the judgment 
be in all things affrlmed and that 
this decision be certified below 
for observance." 


The mandate was 
signed by 
Olin W. Finger, clerk of the court. 
The three jurors who refused 
to sign applications for commut- 
ing the sentence of Bay are Ce- 
cil Moore, Corsicana, 
George 
Mills, Routo 1, Kerens, and Leo 
Trice, Barry. 
Banister 
said 
affidavits were 
made by W. L. Chewning Powell; 
J. K. Bradley, Rice; J. F. How- 
ard, Powell, and C. T. Montfort, 
Roane, that they signed «the re- 
quest sent the court of appeals 
only after the mother of the de- 
fendant, a church worker, and 
others talked to them—through 
sympathy, etc.—but now wanted 
the sentence of the 
court car- 
ried out. 
James Edward Davis, Dawson; 
L, E. Boyd. Richland, now of 
Teague; Earl Galloway, Alma; J. 
C. Blackburn, Route 3, Kerens, 
and Aimer Renfro of Dawson. 
according to Banister, had been 
contacted but had not signed an 
affidavit repudiating their signing 
the request to commute the death 
sentence to life. 
J. F. Howard of Powell, in his 


affidavit 
exhibited by 
Banister 
Saturday, said he was one of the 
jurors who thought the case jus- 
tified the death penalty—and still 
justifies it—but that the women's 
appeals "got on my nerves and I 
agreed to sign and did." 
Ray is in the Dallas county 


Jail. 
He will be returned here 
next week by Sheriff David Cas- 
tles.
